Smith & Dawson, less than four 
years ago, undertook the develop­ 
ment of a homestead type of pro­ 
ject where a family could acquire 
a well built, moderate priced home, 
together with an acre or more of 
land. 
Today, Prospect Heights is a n«w 
community of 195 homes, complet­ 
ed or under construction. An im­ 
posing business block challenges 
older towns and villages 
in the

now covers 360 acres of land and 
has a population of six hundred. 
The official opening of the new 
„ Prospect Heights business block in 
which is housed eight lines of busi­ 
ness, will take place next week. 
Neither wars nor rumors of war 
nor prophets of the crack of doom 
have had the slightest effect on 
its upward surging tide in Chicago 
suburbs.

At a special meeting of the Pala­ 
tine town board Tuesday evening 
the sale of $6750.00 in anticipa­ 
tion tax warrants against the 1940 
tax levy for relief was authorized. 
M. B. Vick & Co., who have han­ 
dled these warrants in the past, 
were the successful bidders. 
The warrants will draw’ 3 per cent 
interest as against 3M> per cent last 
year. 
The township has been compli­ 
mented by 
Vick & Co. 
for the 
prompt manner in wrhich these war­ 
rants have been taken up when tax 
money for that purpose was avail­ 
able. 
The sale of warrants was auth­ 
orized this 
year in 
August as 
against May of last year showing 
that the financial condition of the 
relief funds are improving. 
Supervisor John H. Meyer is in 
direct charge of relief with Larry 
Inkster looking after the many de­ 
tails of the office as relief clerk. 


Under the recently passed law 
any person who is not a citizen of 
the United States must register at 
the post office from which he gets 
his mail and must be finger printed 
at that time. The law points out 
that the finger printing is not to 
be used bv* the criminal division of 
the Federal Bureau of Identification 
in any way, but is simply done as 
a means of identifying the persons 
w’ho register. 
The only post offices at which 
such registration can be done are 
those in the second or first class.

Postmaster Virginia Dodge say’s 
she does not know how’ many per­ 
sons will have to register in Ar­ 
lington Heights. There would be no 
way of checking this except by the 
census and that might not be abso­ 
lutely correct. 
Copies of the forms on which the 
registration is to be done have not 
yet been received by the local post 
office but will be publicized as soon 
as they are, so that pprsons may be 
prepared to answer the necessary 
questions when they report.

Rush To Avoid Penalty 


Reports from the township col­ 
lectors throughout the county reveal 
that payments of the second in­ 
stallment real estate 
taxes are 
slower than usual and that there 
will have to be a big last week rush 
to bring payments up to normal for 
the second installment. 
There is only one week more for 
taxpayers to make 
payments to 
their local collectors as the dead 
line in the country towns is Satur­ 
day, August 24. 
Already long lines of taxpayers 
are forming in the county building 
causing a long wait in line for peo­ 
ple making their payments there. 
In order to avoid the delay caused 
by the big crow’ds at the county 
building, all country town taxpay­ 
ers should make every effort to 
| make their payments to their home 
town collectors. 
County Treasurer 
Urges Early Payment 
In a news release Wednesday 
morning, County Treasurer Toman 
says: “Only a few days remain for 
the payment of the second install­ 
ment of the 1939 taxes. September 
1st is the deadline or penalty date. 
To avoid the penalty and to save 
hours of waiting 
in line in the 
County Building in the final days 
of 
payment, 
County 
Treasurer 
Toman advises that taxpayers pay 
their second installment at once. 
“Local tax collectors are keeping 
their offices open until August 24. 
Prior to Sept. I, taxes can be 
forwarded by mail to the County 
Treasurer’s office. Personal checks, 
certified checks, money orders or 
drafts will be accepted. During the 
April collection Toman says he re­ 
ceived numerous complaints be­ 
cause taxpayers had to wait in line 
for hours. Only so many cashiers 
are available under the law and the 
treasurer therefore asks that prop­ 
erty ow’ners pay now’ and avoid the 
rush if they come in person.” 
The 
tfearsurer again 
advises 
that all taxpayers who have ap­ 
peared before the Board of Ap­ 
peals and have been granted a re­ 
duction should make certain they 
got a new bill from his office be­ 
fore paying the second installment. 
Reductions are made only from 
the second installments. After that 
is paid there can be no refund. 
Local tax collectors are holding 
office hours as follows;

Bank building, Arlington 
Heights; Wheeling State Bank Aug. 
20, and Mt. Prospect State Bank, 
Aug. 21.

But it remained for Emil Schroe- 
der to set the all time record w’hen 
he threshed 421 bushels 
of oats 
from four acres or a yield of 105 ^4 
bushels per acre. 
Mr. Schroeder’s yield is authen­ 
tic, being measured at 36 pounds 
per bushel and on four acres of 
government measured land. 
The brand of oats with which 
Mr. Schroeder smashed all records 
is a new variety introduced to this 
territory recently by Ernst Hahn of 
Palatine township who has a hobby 
of experimenting with various var-

No Runaway — One commodity 
that can be depended on not to join 
any run-away price-soaring move­

aluminum. 
Last week the Aluminum Company 
of America announced its second 
price reduction of the year, from 
19 cents per pound to 18. It had 
come down from 20 cents to 19 late 
in March, in line with the com­ 
pany’s policy as expressed twice in 
recent years when general m arket 
trends indicated likelihood of ad­ 
vances in commodities. The 19-18 
drop seems unspectacular in com­ 
parison to big cuts made in the 
light m etal’s price 
back in

FIRES FROM DRY CLEANING 
A spark as tiny as that made 
by rubbing a cat’s back is all that 
is needed to “set off” the vapor 
from gasoline or naptha used as 
a cleaner. 
Gasoline and similar 
cleaners evaporate readily and fum­ 
es find their way to open flames 
or fires, explode and cause fre­ 
quent deaths and serious injury. 
Cases on record show where the 
pilot light on the kitchen range 
ignited these fumes. 
The spark of “static” or friction 
electricity caused by rubbing a 
cat’s fur may similarly be caused 
by rubbing tw'o pieces of fabric 
together. Friction between any two 
objects, themselves non-conductors 
off 
electricity, 
causes 
electric 
“charges” to form on each other. 
When the charges are large enough, 
a spark passes from the one object 
to the other. 
When removing a spot with gaso­ 
line a small piece of cloth is sat­ 
urated with the liquid and rubbed 
on the spot. 
When the friction 
“charges” the two pieces of fab­ 
ric, a spark and an explosion or 
fire results. It has been estimated 
that 200 deaths and a thousand 
injuries (mostly women and chil­ 
dren) occur each year from home 
dry cleaning.

ties. 
While the platforms of both 
parties are usually catch phrases 
and rather meaningless the real 
attitude of the party may be ascer- j 
tamed from the actions and words 
of party leaders.” 
“So far as the Democratic party 
is concerned there is no question ! 
about the present program because 
it is iii effect under the Democratic! 
administration. There has been a 
question in many farm ers’ minds 
about the program thinking that it i 
is a “ New Deal” program and fo r-1 
getting that it is a program de-! 
velopc'd by fanners themselves and

Higher Price For 
Eggs Is Predicted 


For Fall 
1940 


Higher prices for eggs this fall 
and winter compared with those of 
last year are predicted by L. H. 
Simerl, of the agricultural econ­ 
omics staff of the University of Il­ 
linois College of Agriculture. 
Reasons for the prediction are 
that there will be fewer eggs on 
on the market and there will be a 
stronger consumer demand for eggs 
than a year earlier. 
Egg production will be lower be­ 
cause of the 
combination of a 
smaller chick hatch last spring and 
heavier marketings of hens. This 
means that laying flocks will be 5 
to IO per cent smaller this fall 
than a year ago, Simerl said. 
Turkey prices also may be con­ 
siderably higher this fall than last 
because of a reduction in turkey 
production and increased consumer 
demand. From January to May this 
year the commercial hatcheries pro­ 
duced 1(1 per cent fewer turkey 
poults than in 1939, he explained.

Less Exercise 
More Feed For 


McQuire’s C o if s 


“If it was worth $1 an acre as 
an exercise lot three years ago, it’s 
now worth at least $5 an acre as a 
feed lot.” 
Joe Mathews, who operates the 
J. L). McGuire dairy farm near here, 
recently had this to say about the 
results of liming and reseeding a 
worn-out pasture as part of an 
erosion control program 
demon­ 
strated by the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture and the U. 
S. Soil Conservation Service. 
The pasture—known as “Spring 
Lake” field because of a small ar­ 
tificial lake and stock pond located 
in it—was virtually worthless in the 
spring of 1938 after 30 years of al­ 
most continuous grazing. 
Desir­ 
able grasses had disappeared and 
sorrel, plantain and weed grasses 
had taken their place. 
Today, Mathews points out, the 
Spring Lake pasture is a “waving 
mass of sweet clover, timothy, and 
redtop which defies the ravaging 
march of erosion.” Slopes formerly 
vulnerable to erosion are now com­ 
pletely protected by a green armor 
of vegetation. 
Planted to corn in the spring of 
1938 to kill weeds, the east half of 
the field was limed at the rate of 
four tons to the acre on the corn, 
and winter barley was drilled on 
the entire field between the rows in 
mid-September to provide partial 
protection against erosion losses. 
The west half of the field was 
limed in early January, 1939, and 
by March I, the entire area had 
been seeded 
broadcast with 
five 
pounds an acre each of timothy, 
redtop, lespedeza and sweet clover. 
Pasture improvement, growing of 
legumes and grasses and 
spread­ 
ing of limestone are three of five 
practices being emphasized during 
1940 to enable Illinois farmers to 
get more conservation of soil, water 
and human resources. 
The other 
practices are contour farming and 
tree planting. Cooperating in the 
program are the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture, the U. 
S. Soil Conservation Service and 
other agencies and services of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


Boud Management 
Brings Better Hog 
Producing Record 
Careful breeding and 
selection, 
rigid sanitation, balanced 
rations 
and good 
management are the 
foundation of profitable swine pro­ 
duction. explains VV. E. 
Carroll, 
head of the animal husbandry de­ 
partment of the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture. 
Although pigs produce more meat 
for a given amount of feed eaten 
than any other meat-producing an­ 
imal, a hog at market weight has 
consumed the equivalent of about 
15 bushels of corn to produce ma­ 
terial in his carcass. By using the 
points recommended as the founda­ 
tion of porfitable swine manage­ 
ment, hogs can be made more effi­ 
cient producers of human food, Car­ 
roll believes. 
In a long-time experiment on 
this problem at the 
University 
swine farm the pigs are separated 
into rapid-gaining and slow-gaining 
strains on the basis of weight at 180 
days of age. 
Tile rapid-gaining 
gilts are mated with rapid-gaining 
boars and the slow-gaining gilts 
with the slow gaining boars. The 
pigs from these matings are carried 
to six months of age at which time 
parent stock for a new generation 
is selected from among them in ac­ 
cordance with rate of gain. This 
system of selection will be contin­ 
ued until rapid-gaining and slow- 
gaining strains are 
developed, if 
this can be done. Crossing two such 
strains should then reveal how the 
characters essential to rapid gains 
are transmitted from parent to off­ 
spring. 
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Frank C. Rathje

C. Rathje, Palatine, are entered in 
the National Percheron show to be 
held with Minnesota state fair, St. 
Paul, Aug. 24-Sept. 2. 
His exhibit, numbering two stal­ 
lions and seven 
mares, 
includes 
Cylafonse, son of 
Rathje’s 
well 
known International grand cham­ 
pion Cylaet: Maple Leaf Majesty, 
prize winning two year old mare at 
Wisconsin state fair in 1938; Vir­ 
ginia Dare, first prize yearling at 
the same show; the mares Cat Ray, 
Annawan, Miss Josephine, Empress 
Eugenie and Lady Shirley, and a 
stallion, Rotorua. 
Entries 
from 
leading 
herds 
throughout the country will com­ 
pete at the show. 
“It is probably one of the last 
opportunities Americans will have 
to see imported French Percher­ 
ons,” stated Ellis McFarland, sec­ 
retary of the Percheron Horse As­ 
sociation of America, in announcing 
the show. “Since the occupation of 
France, no Percherons have come 
to this country.” 
“On American breeders falls the 
responsibility of carrying on this 
famous line of French horses,” he 
said. “In these troubled times the 
future of the Percheron breed in 
Europe is gravely endangered. This 
historic birthplace of Percherons—a 
quiet rural region southwest of 
Paris—is overrun by the German 
army. 
Already 
food

livestock. 
Hundreds of fine horses face starva­ 
tion this coming winter. Countless 
others will be slaughtered. 
“American breeders can and will 
preserve the Percherons,” McFar­ 
land declared. “The National Per­ 
cheron show is one step in a pro­ 
gram to make the breed secure in 
this country.” 


Difference in land use may be 
closely related to debt burdens, ac­ 
cording to a recent survey of 218 
Cumberland county farms studied 
with reference to debts owed on 
each acre. The survey was made by 
L. J. Norton, professor of agri­ 
cultural economics, and N. L. Smith, 
assistant in agricultural economics, 
in cooperation with Farm Adviser 
Charles Tarble. 
The soil productivity ratings in 
the area, which should measure in­ 
herent productivity, averaged prac­ 
tically the same in all but the high­ 
est debt group. The general qual­ 
ity of the soil was rather low. 
The survey showed that mort­ 
gaged farms in 1935 and a higher 
percentage of crop land in corn, 
wheat and in total 
soil-depleting 
crops that did the mortgage-free 
farms. The mortgaged farms had 
less idle crop land and coni yields 


that averaged about 
two bushels 
more an acre than did the mort­ 
gage-free farms. 
The mortgage-free farms in 1939 
had 3 per cent less of their crop 
land in soybeans for grain, 8 per 
cent less in corn and about 7 per 
cent less in all soil-depleting crops 
than did the mortgaged farms. 
More corn, broom corn a id total 
soil-depleting crops are grjw n and 
less land is idle on the more heavily 
mortgaged farms. 
For all groups 
this tendency increases somewhat 
with the size of the debt burden 
on each acre. However, according j 
to the survey, more intensive use 
of land in the high-debt group is 
also associated with better land. 
Farms not cooperating with the 
AAA were of somewhat higher in­ 
herent productivity than cooperat­ 
ing farms. 
However, the present 
soil productivity was higher on co­ 
operating farms. 
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Families Told To Plan For 
Years Of ‘Peak’ Expense 


The voice of experience from 472 j * 
Illinois 
farm 
families who kept 
home account records during 1939 
tells young married couples where 
their money probably will go in the 
years to come. These records were 
summarized by home accounts spec­ 
ialists from the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture. 
First of all newlyweds will find 
that undoubtedly the money value 
of their living and savings will in­ 
crease from the first five years they 
are married until around the time 
they wril! celebrate their silver wed­ 
ding anniversary. From then on, ifs 
pretty likely to decline. 
So say 
those w’ho have been paying the 
bills these many years. Advice giv­ 
en is to plan ahead for the peak 
times of expense. 
Savings 
increase 
during this 
same period of marriage and then 
decline gradually. The decline is 
the result primarily of the decline 
in life insurance payments and pay­ 
ment of principal, say home ac­ 
counts specialists. However, there 
usually is an increase in other in­ 
vestments for old age. 
Newlyweds won’t have to worry 
much about the food bills during the 
first four years of their married 
life, but they will have to figure 
on furnishing and equipping their 
home then. Clothing bills are low­ 
est at this period, because there 
are few people in the family, but 
the highest average 
amount for 
clothing usually is spent by women 
married one to four years—a fact 
of interest to all husbands. 
During the five to nine years mar­ 
ried period, young folks might as 
well figure on doctor bills and med­ 
ical expense for babies. Other items 
will have to be budgeted according­ 
ly. There was a tendency for oper­ 
ating expenses for the household to 
go up gradually over a period of 
years. However, it is higher during 
the five to nine year period prob­ 
ably because of additional services 
needed while the 
children 
are 
small. 
Cash outlay for housing and rec­ 
reational 
equipment 
reaches 
its 
peak during the IO to 15 year m ar­ 
riage period. 
Families might as 
well figure 
right now that they will spend a 
great deal of money keeping up 
with expenses in the 15 to 35 year 
married period, for this is the time 
when savings, food, clothing, rec­ 
reation and education other than 
college, reach their peak and cause 
a drain on the purse. Usually the 
children are in high school. Fur­ 
nishings and equipment reach their 
second highest peak at this time, 
largely because furnishings have 
to be replaced and parents wish to 
make their home as attractive as 
possible for the young people. 
College expenses start showing 
up in the budget during the 15 to j 
25 years married period, but reach 
their peak in the following IO years. 
Church contributions and commun­ 
ity welfare are major items at this 
time. 
After a couple has been married 
35 years, their chief type of sav­ 
ings goes into investments. This is 
probably because families are re­ 
couping funds expended on the chil­ 
dren during earlier periods and also 
are saving for old age, the special­ 
ists explain. Transportation costs 
and gifts are at their peak during 
this period, probably because the i 


Drainage Districts—Large areas 
in Illinois have too little slope to 
afford adequate natural drainage. 
Before the prairie land in the cen­ 
tral part of the state could be farm ­ 
ed, extensive systems of tiling and 
ditching were necessary. In estab­ 
lishing 
a 
system 
which 
would 
handle all the water, it was neces­ 
sary to construct drains and ditches 
across the lands of many different 
owners. The authority to construct 
such drainage works has been given 
by the state legislature to drainage 
districts organized in accordance 
with the laws of the state. In 1879 
the legislature enacted twro separ­ 
ate acts on drainage—one known as 
the Levee Act, the other as the 
Farm Drainage Act. 
All districts under both acts are 
divided into tw’o general classes as 
respects their organization: first, 
districts formed by mutual agree­ 
ment among all landowners affect­ 
ed and including only the lands of 
the parties to the agreement; and 
second, districts formed on petition 
either by a majority of the adult 
landowners owning one-third in 
area of the land or by one third of 
the adult land owners owning one 
third majority in area of the land, 
under 
which 
circumstances 
the 
lands of an unwilling 
minority, 
benefited by the proposed improve­ 
ment, can be included in the dis­ 
trict. 
The second general class of drain­ 
age districts, that in which a ma­ 
jority can coerce a minority, is far 
more common than any other type* 
and is the only feasible kind of dis­ 
trict for doing large-scale drainage 
work. 
Petitions are directed to the 
county court and, if approved, com­ 
missioners are 
appointed, whose 
duty it is to make a survey compar­ 
ing the costs and benefits of drain­ 
age. After their report is filed, a 
hearing is set at which any inter­ 
ested party may appear and file his 
objections. The functions of drain­ 
age districts are exercised by com­ 
missioners appointed by the county 
court. 
The organization of drainage dis­ 
tricts is a very exacting process and 
should be handled by persons famil­ 
iar with the law and its operation. 
Laws on drainage are in the Illi­ 
nois Revised Statutes, Chapter 42.
